Damodar, the 1 5th September 1958 

No. 10 — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 (XIV) 
of 1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the following amend- 
ments to the Damodar Valley Corporation (Service) 
Regulations published with the notification of the 
Damodar Valley Corporation No* 5 dated the 28th Janu- 
ary 1957, namely: — 

In the said Regulations, — 

I For clause (1) of Regulation 73, the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely; 

“(1) The earned leave admissible to an employee is— 

(i) one twenty-second of the period spent on duty 
during the first year; and 

(ii) one eleventh of the period spent on duty there- 
after :

No. INS.L22(l)-3/58— In pursuance of the powers con- 
ferred by Section 46(2) of the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act, 1948, read with Regulation 95-A of the Employees’ 
State Insurance (General) Regulations, 1950, I hereby 
notify 2nd October 1958 as the date from which medical 
benefit as laid down in the said Regulation 95-A, and the 
Bihar Employees’ State Insurance (Medical Benefit) Rules, 
1951 shall be extended to the families of those insured 
persons in Bihar who are in insurable employment within 
the meaning of the Act in areas mentioned in the Schedule 
below where the benefit provisions of the Employees’ State 
Insurance Act are in force. 

Schedule 

1. The areas within: — 

(i) the limits of the Patna Municipal Corporation; 

(ii) the Municipal Limits and Cantonment Limits of 
Dinapore; and 

(iii) the Revenue Thana of Phulwari in the District of 
Patna.

to a temporary employee in the regular establfshment® 
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or to an employee appointed on contract basis having 
been in service for more than one year — 

(a) on completion of the term ol his cmplomcnt; or 

(b) on termination of his service due to retrenchment, 
abolition of po3t or unfitness for further service 
for reasons of ill-health or on grounds of ad- 
ministrative convenience as an alternative to the 
initiation of disciplinary proceedings; or 

<c) on resignation of his post for reasons of ill- 
health or for other reasons beyond his control; or 

(d) on resignation for reasons other than those men- 
tioned in (c) above; 

"'Provided that the leave admissible under this regula- 
tion shall not exceed in cases (a), (b) and (c), the amount 
of earned leave as can be availed of at a time and in case 
(d), half the amount of such leave as can be availed of at 
a time* 

Note. — (i) The terminal leave shall not be admissible 
to an employee who is dismissed or removed from 
service. 

(ii) Re-employed pensioners whose pension was held 
in abeyance during the period of re-employment 
shall not be entitled to draw their pension during 
the period of terminal leave. 

(iii) Where service is terminated on account of re- 
trenchment or abolition of post and the employee 
concerned is relieved before the expiry of the 
notice period, such notice or the unexpired 
portion thereof shall run concurrently with the 
leave granted* 

For the purpose of granting the terminal leave, it is 
not necessary to extend the post held by the employee 
concerned to cover the period of the leave granted at the 
end of his employment.” 

2. These amendments shall be deemed to have come into 
force on the 28th January 1957; provided that the past 
cases of leave actually availed of will not be reopened.
